Victor H. Ries 
year to Ohio 
year. Sometimes 

it is new roses out-performing the 
older varieties. At other times it is a 
case of a variety taking time to be- 
come established or doing better be- 
cause of the weather being more to 
its requirements. The best five hybrid 
teas were ‘Chrysler Imperial, ‘Curly 
Pink,’ ‘Rubaiyat,’ ‘Peace, and ‘Char- 
lotte Armstrong.’ Of the floribundas, 
‘Spartan,’ ‘Floradora,’ ‘Nearly Wild,’ 
‘Vogue’ and ‘Baby Blaze.’ The best of 
the grandifloras were ‘Queen Eliza- 
beth,’ ‘Montezuma,’ ‘Buccaneer’ and 
‘Carrousel.’ For climbers ‘Improved 
Blaze,’ “Blossomtime’ and ‘Don Juan’ 
led. Of course this list would vary 
from one place to another but it does 
give an idea of the good performers. 

It hardly seems possible that in 
three months I will be headed for 
Hawaii. Maybe some of you will be 
along on the tour I am conducting 
for the Jean Berke Travel Service 
leaving San Francisco May 4 by SS. 
Lurline and returning June 6. May is 
the most colorful time in Hawaii for 
most of the flowering trees will be in 
full bloom. 

Fortunately some of the two dozen 
varieties of azaleas I planted last fall 
will bloom before I leave or after I 
get back. Although my soil is not acid 
the azaleas will grow if they are given 
an application of equal parts iron sul- 
fate and sulfur once a year. Since 
most of the plants are small two-

year-olds they will need only a level 
tablespoon of this mixture. To help 
them they were planted in a pocket of 
peat. Since I wanted to get acquainted 
with the various types I included 
Kurumes, Gable hybrids, Kaempferis, 
mollis, Ghent hybrids, Deerfield hy- 
brids, Feldyk and Vuykiana besides 
species such as arborescens, viscosa, 
pontica, japonica, and calendulacea. 
Naturally you will have to go to a 
nursery specializing in azaleas and 
similar plants. There are several who 
feature small sizes at surprisingly low 
prices. And they can be mailed, which 
means you do not have the high ex- 
press to pay. 

It does not seem possible that in 
another month it will be time to sow 
both annual and perennial seed in 
the cold frame, and to uncover the 
little nursery bed back of the garage. 
Nothing gives more satisfaction than 
a small bed where the soil is, 
we say, “super,” 


shall 
where you cannot 
keep the small plants from growing. 
It’s a cinch if you just spade in enough 
peat, rotted old sawdust or other or- 
ganic matter. Manure, however, will 
cause more work because of all the 
weeds it brings. That is why I never 
use manure. Commercial fertilizer 
supplies the nutrients and sawdust, 
peat and compost the organic matter.

Many of the “old roses” bloom this 
month. The first will be ‘Duchesse de 
Brabant’ (tea, 1857) with pearly-pink 
double cupped blooms closely fol- 
lowed by yellow ‘Safrano’ (tea, 1839 
and then a parade of them. 

Much work is to be done now. Dor- 
mant spraying should be done the 
first day the temperature is over 50. 
Be sure to spray the under sides as 
well as the tops, then spray _ the 
ground underneath. 


February 14 for some means “billet 
doux,” but for me it means feeding 
all the plants. A good sprinkling of 
superphosphate for all iris is scratched 
in lightly and then well watered. 
Plants must drink their food. A good 
balanced fertilizer is put into punched 
holes at the tips of tree and shrub 
branches. Do read the formula on 
your fertilizer and know you are get- 
ting what you pay for. Cotton seed 
meal is good for cape jasmines (gar- 
denias). For small plants in active 
growth — pansies, calendulas, violas, 
and the like, foliar fertilizer may be 
sprayed on more easily and quickly. 

Late February or early March is a 
good time for the first feeding of ca- 
mellias and azaleas. A regular pre- 
pared fertilizer is safest for these. 
Never dig around camellias or azaleas, 
for the feeder roots are close to the 
surface. Mulch with pine straw or old 
sawdust. Oak leaves chopped or 
ground are also good. Large leaves 
may pack and exclude the air. 

It is pruning time for many things. 
Have sharp tools, and don’t butcher. 
Conifers may be tip-sheared and 
shaped. Hybrid tea roses may be 
pruned this month, but remember if 
you never pruned you would still get 
new growth. The best way is to cut 
some old growth, remove dead limbs, 
and shape the bush. Old tea roses 
like ‘Maman Cochet,’ and ‘Mrs. B. R. 
Cant need not be pruned except for 
dead wood, crossed limbs and_ to 
shape. They make very large bushes. 
One of the joys of growing them is 
not having to prune. Hybrid perpet- 
uals, damasks, gallicas, in fact all the 
old roses need little pruning. Once a 
year blooming climbers like ‘Paul’s 
Scarlet’ can be pruned lightly after 
they have bloomed. Old canes should 
be taken out in the fall. Moss roses 
should be pegged by driving a stake, 
bending over the canes and _ tying 
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loosely to the peg. This will result in 
more of these exquisite blooms. I save 
old bottles of nail polish and daub 
roses when I have pruned. It works 
nicely. 

Prune all spring blooming shrubs 
such as deutzias, mock-orange (Phila- 
delphus), flowering quinces and spi- 
reas after they have bloomed. Watch 
for aphids, and spray them. At the 
first sign of slugs and snails feed them 
well with poison. There are many 
good brands on the market. Chlor- 
dane sifted on ant hills will do away 
with these pests. Take advantage of 
nice days to spade flower beds. Dig 
deeply and incorporate all the humus 
you can. Humus is any decayed vege- 
table or animal matter. Add fertilizer 
and the beds will be ready for plant- 
ing when danger of frost is over. 

Feed the lawn. Use a_ balanced 
plant food at the rate of four pounds 
per 100 square feet. 
and water in well. 

Never pull daffodil blooms. Either 
snap or cut them. The bloom comes 
from the heart of the bulb. By pulling 
them, you allow water to get into 
the bulb, rotting it; or it may be 
blinded and not bloom again for sev- 
eral years.

This is also a very good time to get 
the garden record book ready for the 
season. Nothing is more important 
than records to give the gardener in- 
| formation on local conditions, specific 
| to his own garden. Make entries such 
as purchases, prices, delivery dates 
vs. planting dates, germination, bud- 
ding, flowering, even visitors to your 
garden, height of beauty, and dates 
of pest infestations. 


Pruning 


February is a good month to prune. 
By careful examination, determine the 
location and extent of any dead, 
| damaged, or diseased limbs and re- 
move these first. Next, look for cross- 
ing or competing limbs and remove 
these. Then study the overall outline 
or shape of the plant and prune to 
remove any undesirable growth. The 
pruning shears, knives and saws 
should be sharp, and clean cuts should 
be made. Every cut over one-half 
inch in diameter should be painted 
to seal it against bleeding, drying out, 
or entrance of disease. Tree wound 
dressings are on the market now in 
small spray cans. This type of wound 
dressing has merit as it is under pres- 
sure and can be applied into crevices 
in the wound area. 

A smart gardener will know what 
not to prune during February. All of 
the early flowering shrubs (e.g. for- 
sythia, pussy willow, cydonia) have 
their flower buds formed and any 
pruning now will remove part of the 
flower crop. Prune these types of 
plants immediately after flowering. 
Severe pruning now of crape-myrtle, 
vitex, buddleia, and other plants that 
produce flowers on new growth, will 
stimulate the necessary new growth. 

Late February is the time for prun- 
ing roses in this section. The same 
principles of pruning apply here— 
roses are not basically different from 
any other shrub. More careful atten- 
tion should probably be given to prun- 
ing for direction of growth and paint- 
ing the wounds. Rose canes tend to 
dehydrate more readily than other 
types of plants. 


Transplanting 


Moving of large trees and shrubs 
should be finished this month. Always 
take as much of the root system un- 
damaged as possible. Be certain the 
hole for the plant is large enough to 
receive all of the root system without 





crowding. February is the best time 


for planting new roses or transplant- 
ing old ones. 

Soil preparation of the vegetable 
garden can be started this month. Be- 
gin by turning under the winter mulch 
material before it blows away. Soil 
that is turned now is able to absorb 
the rainfall that usually comes in 
February and March, and resists the 
loss of top soil by wind erosion which 
can easily occur and usually does next 
month. By adding other humus and 
some commercial fertilizer as the soil 
is prepared, the nutrients will be avail- 
able when the season opens up. 

Feed the pansies for another flush 
of growth and bloom—use five pounds 
of cottonseed meal to 100 square feet 
of bed space and work it into the 
top of the soil. Check the water and 
feeding facilities for the birds and 
make your garden attractive for them 
now as they will forage on many of 
the early stages of the awakening in- 
sects in the garden. Hotbeds and cold 
frames should be readied for early 
spring plantings. In the hotbeds, in- 
vestigate electric coil heating instead 
of manure for heat. The temperature 
of these structures should stabilize at 
60° before seeds are sown. Bulbs for 
forcing for Easter should be brought 
in now and started. Avoid unnecessary 
traffic on winter lawns as a great deal 
of damage can be done. 

This is the last call for the dormant 
oil sprays on deciduous plants. Re- 
member that scale insects can be 
transported on the feet of birds and 
the scale should be killed before 
spring growth begins. It may be ne- 
cessary to get professional help with 
power equipment in order to do the 
job as it should be.

Then came sweet corn, and as time 
went on we have had an increasing 
list of flowers and vegetables available 
in hybrid form. There are now hybrid 
varieties of sweet corn, squash, toma- 
toes, watermelons, eggplants, onions, 
snapdragons, petunias and others. 

What is a hybrid? It is simply the 
first generation of seed that has come 
as a result of crossing two or more 
varieties, strains, or inbred selections. 
In the case of sweet corn, the hybrid 
may be the result of crossing several 
inbred strains that have been selected 
for various characteristics. Because 
the seedsman or plant breeder knows 
the proper combinations that went 
into the production of a certain hy- 
brid, he has a sort of “patent” 
variety. 

The grower of the hybrid variety 
finds this out when he or she attempts 
to grow the seed saved from a hybrid 
variety. If it is a true hybrid, the next 
generation of plants will not come 
true and will vary in flower color, 
form, type of plant, and other char- 
acteristics. If the grower wants to 
grow the hybrid variety again, he or 
she must secure more of the first gen- 
eration hybrid seed. 

What advantage is gained in using 
hybrids? Most hybrids have remark- 
able uniformity of plant type, flower 
color, form, and other characteristics. 
They also show a phenomenon known 
as hybrid vigor. Many are more flori- 
ferous, the plants more vigorous and 
often more disease resistant than their 
original parents and possibly other 
open-pollinated varieties. In vegeta- 
bles, frequently the hybrid is consid- 
erably better yielding than its parents. 
We must recognize, however, that hy- 
brids do have varying adaptabilitv. 
Some may do well in your area, oth- 
ers may not. Using a hybrid variety 
does not guarantee superior 
over using the regular 
your locality.

Many plants are increased vegeta- 
tively—that is, they are not normally 
grown from seed. They are propa- 
gated by division, by increasing from 
bulblets, cuttings, or other means.

It is too early to of Minnesota

up the yard. Very cold and stormy 
weather can and usually does follow 
a late winter thaw and plants still 
need protection. As a matter of fact, 
injury to plants is more likely at this 
time of year than earlier in the win- 
ter. Much of the so-called winter 
killing and winter injury occurs dur- 
ing mild periods in late winter and 
early spring. Protective mulches sta- 
bilize soil temperatures and protect 
plants from sudden severe changes. 
Also, don’t let those mild spells 
mislead you into starting seeds and 
bulbs. February is too early to sow 
seeds indoors, even if you have the 
best of facilities for germination and 
growth of seedlings. Germination is 
not the problem; it is providing a 
suitable place for the seedlings to 
grow while they must be indoors. 
Young plants will grow weak and 
spindly under the unfavorable light 
conditions of the house at this time 
of the year. They will not grow sturdy 
and steadily without setback as they 
would if started later on. Even if a 
greenhouse is available, few kinds 
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started now will grow satisfactorily. 
Only petunias, pansies and perhaps 
delphiniums could be started in a 
greenhouse in February. The correct 
timing of other sowings would be the 
first of March. 

The same should be said for the 
starting of tuberous begonias. Sturdy 
plants will develop from tubers started 
in March rather than in February. 

This is a good time to test germina- 
tion of leftover seed. It is important 

know if old seed is alive before 
using it, not from the economic point 
of view, but from the time standpoint. 
If old seed is planted according to 
the correct sowing schedule and it 
fails to germinate, precious time is 
lost. Sometimes another sowing would 
be entirely too late. Since most gar- 
deners are reluctant to discard seed, 
a germination test should be made 
long before seed sowing time arrives. 
A given number of seeds, say ten, 
should be sown on moist blotting pa- 
per or actually planted in sand or 
vermiculite which is kept moist. If 
five of these germinate, then the ex- 
pected rate of germination of the 
seeds in the packet is about 50 per 
cent. 

By now the new seed catalogs have 
been examined and some mental de- 
cisions have been made with respect 
to selections and plantings for this 
coming season. But probably no real 
down-to-earth planning on paper has 
been done. Very few gardeners plan 
on paper but all of them should, be- 
cause it is only through careful, 
thoughtful “on paper” planning that 
truly beautiful gardens are obtained.

dogwoods and privets are frequently 
grown in tree form by removing all 
but one stem which is staked and 
trained to develop into a miniature 
tree. This same method could be em- 
ployed to make small tree-form plants 
from many other flowering shrubs. 

Other plants which are usually 
considered as trees frequently start to 
branch close to the ground in the 
manner of a shrub and are then clas- 
sified as trees of “bush form.” Ex- 
amples are Amur maple, flowering 
dogwood, silver-bell, magnolia, flow- 
ering crabapples, redbud and golden- 
rain-tree. Trees with three or more 
main stems starting from the ground 
are classified as “clumps.” The white 
and river birches are frequently grown 
in clump form. 

A number of trees are grown by 
budding or grafting the desired type 
from five to seven feet up on the stems 
of especially grown seedling trees of 
the proper sort. These are classified 
as “top worked trees” and include 
such varieties as Tea’s weeping mul- 
berry, umbrella locust, umbrella ca- 
talpa, rose acacia, weeping cherry and 
weeping peach. In a similar manner 
tree form roses and tree form wis- 
terias are produced. Tree form roses 
in this area have been rather short 
lived due to winter injury. Tree form 
wisterias are gaining in popularity as 
specimens in the small garden. 

The witchhazels both open and 
close the blooming season in our 
shrubbery borders. It is Hamamelis 
virginiana, the Virginia witchhazel, 
whose crinkled yellow flowers put on 
the final show in late October and 
November. About the middle of this 
month the vernal or Ozark witch- 
hazel, Hamamelis vernalis, waves its 
tiny, red-orange, crinkly ribbons. The 
Virginia witchhazel is a shrub or small 
tree, 10 to 25 feet tall. The Ozark 
variety is low, usually not over six 
feet. 

Hamamelis vernalis purpurea, in 
full bloom at the Morton Arboretum, 
Lisle, Illinois, on March 18, displayed 
flowers consistently larger than usual 
and with noticeably more slender pet- 
als of an attractive wine red hue. To 
emphasize this color deviation, one 
of the light yellow flowered forms 
should be planted next to it. 

Hamamelis vernalis carnea, the 
red petal vernal witchhazel, introduces 
a still different color note, rose pink. 
Being woodsy in character, it fits best 
into a natural type of landscape. #

DorEsNn’T IT MAKE YOU MAD to find 
that flat of special seedlings damping 
off? You spent a lot of time planting 
the seeds and waiting for germination, 
you watered them, you babied them 
and there they are, half of them down 
with damping off disease. 

Nothing to do but to douse ’em with 
fungicide and hope for the best. It’s 
no comfort to remember that you 
forgot to sterilize the soil. Or maybe 
you did and the pesky fungus slipped 
in. Anyway you've got troubles. 


We have had damping off trouble 
too, but no more! For us it’s pretty 
much a thing of the past. We no longer 
use soil to grow those special things 
we especially want. We can’t afford 
to! In spite of the grower’s best ef- 
forts, once in a while he will have 
trouble with damping off. It happens, 
no matter how careful he is, if he 
grows his seedlings in soil. 

In our rather extensive breeding 
programs at the North Platte Exper- 
ment Station, we use a sterile soilles

Perhaps you are not a 
hybridizer, and the seed you plant is 
just ordinary, but still you want your 
seedlings to grow into good plants. 
You count on them to fill a flower bed 
or a row in the vegetable garden. 
In our estimation even the best soil 
is second rate material for growing 
seedlings. We never use it for those 
special lots of seed, but only for such 
toughies as tomato and cabbage. For 
the special seeds we use a sterile me- 
dium and feed the seedlings with a 
nutrient solution. Our hybrid chry- 
santhemum, penstemon, petunia and 
rose seeds are never planted in soil;

| can be grown in a sterile medium and 
that they can be held at any size by 
merely withholding the nutrient solu- 
tion. If they are becoming overgrown 
they can be stopped without injury, 
yet identical seedlings in soil would 
become too hardened, and so stunted 
as to be worthless. 


Faults of Some 


Sphagnum had much to recommend 
it but it also had one serious fault. The 
rootlets of seedlings formed such a 
sod that it was impossible to remove 
them without serious root injury. A 
medium that would not become soddy 
was needed. Vermiculite partially met 
this need but it too had a fault. With 
repeated wetting and drying it tended 
to “slake down” and become water- 
logged. Before the seedlings were ready 
for the garden the volume of vermi- 
culite might have been reduced to one 
half of its original volume and have 
lost the granular texture so important 
for good growth. Something was still 
lacking! 

A new product made of lava rock 
expanded by heat and called perlite 
appeared on the market. This was 
stable, it did not slake, it was easily 
shaken from the rootlets of the seed- 
lings, it had everything, except that 
it did not produce good seedlings in 
many cases. Grown in pure perlite, 
seedlings tended to be _ chlorotic, 
growth was slow and seedlings lacked 
substance. 


After a period of trial, a combina- 
tion of the three, sphagnum, perlite 
and vermiculite, was found that has 
proven an excellent medium for germ- 
inating seed and starting cuttings. 
(Used at the rate of one part sphag- 
hum and two parts each of perlite 
and vermiculite it was a medium that 
would not become “soddy,” would 
not slake down and would shake from 
seedlings with minimum root injury. 

This mixture has proved excellent 
for starting seeds of all kinds, from 
the dustlike seeds of begonia and Afri- 
can violet to the big seeds of nastur- 
tium. Sphagnum increases the stability 
of the mixture and is necessary for 
the very fine seeded species, but may 
be omitted when larger seeds are sown. 
For plants that produce big, husky 
seedlings, disturbance of the surface 
of the medium during watering is not 
serious, but to the tiny seedlings of 
begonia and violet, it may be fatal. 

Sphagnum can be obtained from 
| almost any nursery firm and from 

garden centers. Before grinding, it

should be hand sorted to remove tree 
leaves, grass or other organic matter 
that might serve as focal points for 
fungus infection. The dry sphagnum 
is rubbed through a %-inch mesh 
screen to grind it. Ground sphagnum 
can be purchased but the cost is 
greater and you will save money by 
preparing your own. 

Both vermiculite and perlite can be 
purchased from the lumber yard at a 
cost lower than at a garden center if 
you are using a great deal of it. Ask 
for the plaster aggregate grade of 
perlite and the concrete aggregate 
grade of vermiculite. 

Fill your flats with the mixture, 
making sure that it is well packed in 
the corners and along the edges. After 
the flat has been filled and watered, 
plant the seed. You can either sow 
broadcast or plant in rows. Don’t use 
too much seed. Crowded seedlings 
cannot develop into husky plants, and 
you will have to thin them. In the 
sterile mixture, seedling losses are far 
less than in soil. If seed germinates, 
seedlings will not be reduced in num- 
ber by disease. 

Seeds can be planted somewhat 
deeper than in soil, for this medium 
offers little resistance to the emerging 
seedlings. There is none of the hard- 
ening or crusting that occurs in soil. 
Larger seeds like aster, dianthus and 
delphinium can be planted 4- to %- 
inch deep. The tiny seeds of petunia 
and snapdragon may be 44-inch deep, 
while the dust-like seeds of begonia 
and African violet should be sown on 
the surface. 
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Water the tiny seeded kinds with 
a very fine spray to avoid disturbing 
the surface of the growing medium. 
Better still, water from the bottom by 
setting the flat in a pan of water. One 
nice thing about our mixture is that 
you cannot overwater if there is proper 
drainage in the container. Excess water 
simply drains away. 


Feeding Is Necessary 


Remember that you have planted 
the seed in a sterile medium that con- 
tains no plant food. You will have to 
furnish food by using a nutrient solu- 
tion. Any of the soluble plant foods 
will serve as long as they are com- 
plete, that is, as long as they contain 
all the elements necessary for plant 
growth. We have used Ra-Pid-Gro, 
Hyponex, and Plant Marvel with 
good results. We prefer that the first 
feeding be at about one-half the 
strength recommended by the manu- 
facturer. This can be applied at plant- 
ing time or just as the first seedlings 
emerge. Subsequent feedings will be 
needed every week to ten days until 
the seedlings are ready to transplant. 


When seedlings reach the four- to 
six-leaf stage they should be trans- 
planted to other flats and spaced two 
inches apart each The same 
sterile medium should be used as in- 
surance against disease. When the 
weather warms up they are taken 
from the flats and transplanted to the 
garden where they make their first 
contact with the soil as big, husky 
plants with an extensive root system. 
Rootlets and root hairs are largely in- 
tact, and separate readily with many 
particles of the growing medium 
clinging to them. Transplanting shock 
is far less than with plants shaken 
from soil.

WITHOUT A GREEN THUMB 


BY DorotHy SCHROEDER 


I Bevieve THAT African violets 
have frustrated more people than all 
other house plants put together. We 
read articles and books on their cul- 
ture till we know just how it is to 
be done, what to do and what not 
to do, we buy good plants from re- 
liable growers, get hand-tailored pot- 
ting soil, determine the light require- 
ments of these temperamental prima 
donnas—and what do the ungrateful 
little monsters do? They die. Every 
year another large segment of the 
flower-growing population decides 
that the African violet is not for it. 
They just don’t have green thumbs. 

The knowledge that we should 
have, that would tell us how to make 
them comfortable, the compromise we 
could make with our dry air, too lit- 
tle or too much light, that knowledge 
may start with a book, but our minds 
and hands have to be trained to use 
it before it can be available to our 
violets. The violets have to learn too 
that they can be a little less comfort- 
able than they were in an ideal en- 


vironment and still be healthy and 
beautiful. They can learn this. Plants, 


like people, are tremendously adapta- 
ble. 


How to Start 


A good way for me to learn, I de- 
cided, was by starting from scratch, 
rooting cuttings and using all I'd 
read to train my fingers and my mind 
to grow healthy plants adapted to the 
environment I- had to give them. 
Then I'd be able to buy other plants 
and adapt them too. This was to be 
my course in growing African violets; 
the first blossom, my diploma. 

I started my education with two 
leaves given me by a neighbor. She 
showed me how to select the medium- 
sized ones, best for rooting, to cut 
their stems 11% inches long, and to 
make a slit in each 14-inch deep. That 
is to help the stem establish roots. 
We selected a bottle for rooting one 
of the leaves in water. She said that 
many people added powdered char- 
coal to the water to keep it clear. 
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I didn’t, and had no trouble. We 
fastened a circle of waxed paper over 
the top with a rubber band, and 
with a razor blade made a slit in it 
through which we pushed the leaf. 
We made the water just high enough 
to cover the slit quarter inch of the 
leaf stem. 

My neighbor said that since it was 
better to be safe than sorry, I should 
use rain water for starting the leaves. 
Distilled water does as well, and often 
when I’ve had neither I’ve taken the 
water from defrosting the refriger- 
ator. 

I sewed a little paper label to my 
leaf, a neat trick for people who root 
a great many cuttings but a superflu- 
ous gesture for me, for I had only 
two, and both alike! 

I put my bottle in a good light, out 
of direct sunshine, and turned to my 
second leaf. Preparing it as I had 
the first, I then dipped it in rooting 
hormone powder and knocked off all 
but a film of it. This I found did not 
hasten rooting but it did ensure a 
large number of little plants. I then 
planted my leaf in a small pot of 
dampened vermiculite, and with a 


great show of horticultural compe- 
tence, labeled it. 
The leaf started in water made 


roots first. In 13 days there was a 
softening of the stem end, a sugges- 
tion of tiny hair root. I learned from 
my friend that some violets root much 
more quickly than others. I have a 
Dupont that has been standing on my 
window sill for five months, waiting 
for roots to form. It looks plump and 
healthy so I’m not worried. I add 
water when it needs it, and leave it 
to take its own time. 


Transplanting Small Plants 


When my little plants became a 
bit over 4 inch high, I prepared to 
pot them. I scrubbed two-inch pots 
clean and filled them with vermicu- 
lite. I often use sharp sand for this 
potting with excellent results; how- 
ever, I notice that my violets come 
into bloom more quickly when plants 
are rooted in vermiculite, and since 
I’m always in a hurry to see the first 
flower, I’ve taken to using it. 

Potting up these babies is for me 
the one difficult part of raising violets 
from cuttings. Pulling the plants from 
the mother leaf, and separating the 
tiny roots without tearing them is a 
delicate operation. I accomplish it 
under barely running water, gently

pulling each plant till it comes free 
from the root mass. After that it’s no 
trick at all to pot it up in the ver- 
miculite. 

Right here I do a little magic 
that seems to make all the difference 
between buoyant growth and wilting 
away. I wrap each little pot in poly- 
ethylene plastic. It lets air in and 
out, but keeps moisture sealed in. 
With a few twists of the wrist and a 
paper clip to hold it in place, I’ve 
given each plant its own private little 
hothouse, and it loves it. The humid- 
ity is right and there are no drafts or 
chills. Since moisture is conserved I 
seldom need to water. When I do, 
I do it from the bottom, setting the 
plant into a container of tepid water 
and letting it stand until the sand or 
vermiculite is well soaked. 

This is when I graduated. I ordered 
a ‘Lady Geneva,’ feeling now that I 
was no longer gambling with the cards 
stacked against me. I was right; that 
first “bought” violet has been bloom- 
ing ever since, season after season, 
with spontaneous beauty, assuring me 
that now I too am a violet grower. 


Welcoming New Plants 


A word about the care of your 
flower guests. I have been delighted 
with the ingenuity with which violets 
are packed for shipping, methods that 
bring a plant two-thirds of the way 
across the country in perfect condi- 
tion. However, it is essential that it 


be unwrapped and planted immedi- 
ately. Make it welcome and comfort- 
able the minute it arrives. What it 
needs most is a not-too-sunny spot in 
good soil, in a pot that fits snugly, 
without crowding. Here too is a good 
place for a polyethylene wrapping; 
remember, the humidity was ideal 
where your plant grew up; for a little 
while it would be better to imitate 
this condition. 

Never fertilize the plant when you 
pot it up. Let it adjust first to its 
surroundings. Water from the bottom 
the first few times, making sure that 
none is left standing in the saucer. 

It seems that there are almost as 
many potting soil formulas as there 
are successful violet growers. I like 
the one that calls for one part each 
of sand, leaf mold, peat moss and 
garden soil. I sterilize the soil, some- 
times in the pressure cooker, putting 
it into the inset pan and cooking it 
for 15 minutes at 15 pounds pressure; 
sometimes in the oven, 30 minutes at 
200 degrees. Only the soil in the for- 
mula needs to be sterilized. 


Watering African Violets 

Some excellent violet growers will 
tell you that no greater sin can be 
committed against your violets than 
to water them from the top. Others, 
equally proficient, say that they al- 
ways water them that way with excel- 
lent results. I do it both ways, from

TAl trees 


WE are indebted to the Orient for 
a number of interesting trees; among 
them the scholar tree, the goldenrain 
tree, the gingko, the Russian olive, 
and the yeddo hornbeam. Fortunately, 
all appear to be adapted to the 
Midwest. 

The yeddo hornbeam (Carpinus 
Tschonosku) is the latest introduc- 
tion. Although introduced into this 
country from Japan by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture plant ex- 
plorers more than half a century ago, 
it is virtually unknown to home 
owners. This despite the fact it has 
much to commend it. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture tells us it is “a 
small graceful tree of considerable 
merit for the street or lawn.” 

The adaptability of the yeddo horn- 
beam is not fully known, although it 
has been found to do well from south- 
ern New York southward. Since it has 
no exacting soil requirements, we may 
assume that it will do well in this 
area. 

The tree is well adapted to the 
small lot as well as to street planting. 
It has a rather compact head with 
upreaching branches that give it an 
appearance of tallness and slenderness. 
Its upright branches, compact habit 
of growth, and small size (a height 
of about 30 feet) make it ideally 
suited for cramped quarters. It can 
either be tucked into a small lot or 
planted near the front of the lawn 
without growing into utility wires. 
The attractive fall color is reddish 
brown. 

After 50 years of observation, De- 
partment of Agriculture researchers 
find no important faults in the tree. 
A recent publication of the Depart- 
ment has this to say regarding the 
yeddo hornbeam: 


“This is one of a series of tree in- 
troductions being recommended as 
street and park trees to solve the 
problems of high maintenance cost of 
taller trees used in the past. The ma- 
turity of plantings made in many of 
our cities has reached the point that 
maintenance is becoming difficult 
and many trees are now being re- 
placed. The popularity of the low, 
ranch-type house also calls for lower, 
compacter trees. 

“Nurserymen who are willing to 
make a limited start with the tree can 
obtain seeds from USDA’s Plant In- 
troduction Station, Glenn Dale, Md. 
After they are acquainted with this 
tree, nurserymen can get more seeds 
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{rom tree seed dealers, arboretums, or 
the Glenn Dale station.” 

The goldenrain tree (Koelreuteria 
paniculata) is another tree from Asia 
that has a useful place in the land- 
scape plan for a small lot and low 
house. It is well adapted to Midwest- 
ern conditions and is tolerant of a 
wide range of soil conditions. To com- 
pensate for its somewhat brittle wood 
and lack of brilliant fall coloring, it 
grows rapidly and presents a pleasing 
appearance from the time the lacy, 
compound leaves decorate the tree in 
early spring with a feathery-rose ap- 
pearance until the seed pods resem- 
bling small Japanese lanterns fall in 
early autumn. It finds our Midwestern 
climatic and soil conditions congenial. 

In early June when flowering trees 
and shrubs are at a premium, the 
great panicles of small individual 
yellow blossoms add fragrance as well 
as color to the lawn. As these yellow 
blossoms fall, we indeed have a golden 
rain. We might expect the Chinese to 
choose just such a poetic name. Al- 
though the leaves are not unattractive 
in their fall color of yellow, they 
hardly come up to our maples, sweet 
gums, sour gums, and many of 
our oaks. 

The Japanese pagoda tree (Soph- 
ora japonica), also known as scholar 
tree, is about twice as tall as the 
goldenrain tree. We may expect it to 
reach a height of 50 to 65 feet with 
a rounded spreading crown. The 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture yearbook “Trees” describes it 
as follows: 

“The tree has an intermediate rate 
of growth and casts light shade. The 
attractive, small, yellowish-white flow- 
ers are produced in loose open clust- 
ers in mid-summer. As far north as 
Ohio and southern New England 
young trees are subject to winter 
injury but are hardy when mature.” 

The pagoda tree stands up well 
under city conditions, gives us attrac- 
tive clusters of yellow blossoms late 
in the season and seed pods that per- 
sist after the leaves have fallen. 

Both the scholar tree and the gold- 
enrain tree thrive on the campus here 
at the University of Missouri. Appro- 
priately enough a good specimen of 
the scholar tree grows on the lawn 
of the University president, Dr. Elmer 
Ellis. The University landscape archi- 
tect chose the goldenrain tree to plant 
at the south entrance of the main 
building on the campus, Jesse Hall. 
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Few trees would be as appropriate for 
that location. 

The ginkgo (Ginkgo biloba) toler- 
ates a wide range of soil conditions 
and is one of our best trees to with- 
stand city atmosphere; but it is not 
suited to the small lot. It may be 
expected to reach a height of 60 to 
80 feet, although some specimens at- 
tain a height of over 100 feet. 

The ginkgo is of interest not only 
for its picturesque growth and odd, 
fan-shaped leaves, but for its associa- 
tions. It is the oldest tree known to 
man. Geologists tell us it has grown 
on the earth ten million years. Both 
it and the scholar tree have long been 
grown around temples in Japan. An 
objectionable feature is its evil smell- 
ing plum-like fruit. Since the ginkgo 
has staminate and pistillate flowers on 
different trees, it is possible to get 
trees that do not bear fruit. 

One of the most versatile trees for 
the crowded city lot is the Russian 
olive (Eleagnus augustifolia). Adapted 
throughout the Midwest—we may al- 
most say throughout the United 
States—it is indifferent to soil condi- 
tions, thriving in moist or sandy sites 
and in normal or alkaline soil. It is 
especially recommended for the drier 
areas of the Midwest since it is drouth 
resistant. Also it is tolerant of city 
smoke. 

The attractive silvery foliage and 
fragrant flowers add to its value as a 
small ornamental tree. It usually at- 
tains a height of some 30 feet. 

The Russian olive is playing an im- 
portant role in soil and wild life con- 
servation. It is a good plant for soil 
cover in dry regions, and the fruit is 


an important item in the diet of 


robins, cedar waxwings, and evening 
grosbeaks. ¢#

As A GLADIOLUS enthusiast, I am a strong believer 
that there is no other flower with a better claim to a 
place in your back yard. Glads come in a greater va- 
riety of colors, sizes and shapes than any other flower 
I have seen and they are easy to grow in nearly any 
climate. The flower spikes are among the longest last- 
ing and most useful of any common flower. 

Unfortunately few people realize the wide range of 
colors and types that can be found because nearly all 
glads which one sees in a florist shop are white, salmon 
or red. This is because the gladiolus is a bread and butter 
item to the florist and is mainly used in floral pieces 
requiring a mass of color. The less common colors are 
ideal for smaller decorative arrangements in the home. 

Glads are easy to grow. They will grow in any type 
of soil, except an area with poor drainage, and will tol- 
erate either acid or alkaline soil. When I give some of 
my bulbs to a friend who has not grown glads before, 
I am invariably asked how to grow them. My stock 
answer is to plant in May, six inches deep and six inches 
apart in a place with all-day sun if possible and provide 
plenty of water. Then dig in October, remove the old 
dead bulbs at the base after three weeks and store in 
a cool, not freezing, place over winter. That is the easy 
answer and it will give good results. However, if you 
want to grow glads that are bigger and better than 
your neighbors,’ read on. 

I’m not sure that I should write an article on glads 
for the back yard gardener. I do grow glads in my back 
yard, but a quarter of an acre is a little more than most 
readers will probably want. The fact, however, that I 
plant so much as a hobby only has forced me continu- 
ally to seek any new technique that will improve the 
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Gladiolus provide many 
weeks of summer color in 
this border. Later, as the 
glad foliage mellows and 
ripens, chrysanthemums 

take over for fall flowers. 


Why Not Grow 
GLADIOLUS?

results without extra work or that will simplify my task. 

On the assumption that this is the first year you will 
grow glads, let us begin with your purchase of bulbs. 
To do so you can go to almost any garden center or 
even variety store, or you can order through a catalog. 
There are a number of specialized catalogs that include 
only glads, but they are primarily for the enthusiast who 
wants the newer and fancier varieties, for which he is 
willing to pay a premium price. There are thousands of 
varieties of glads, all different. Some 200 new varieties 
are placed on the market each year at prices ranging as 
high as $5 to $10 a bulb. Older and more common va- 
rieties sell for five to 15 cents a bulb. To provide a num- 
ber of different colors, either buy mixed varieties or a 
few bulbs of several varieties. If you want satisfactory 
blooms the first year make sure the bulbs are at least 
an inch in diameter. 


For Thrips Control 


After purchasing bulbs it is a good idea to dust them 
with DDT. In small quantities this can be done by 
shaking them in a bag with about a quarter teaspoonful 
of DDT per dozen bulbs. The DDT is to kill any thrips, 
the only insect that is a real problem. Thrips are small 
and inconspicuous but they can cause your bulbs to 
shrivel over winter and in the summer can cause flowers 
to curl and fail to open. Young thrips are a light buff 
color and about 1/32 of an inch long. The adult is 
about 1/16 of an inch long and is black with a white belt. 

Glads can be planted as early in the spring as the 
ground can be easily worked. We usually begin plant-

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VINES ARE ACCOMMODATING garden subjects. They'll 
adorn a trellis, arbor or pergola built especially for them. 
Or they'll drape gracefully over an old stump, rock pile, 
fence or shed, transforming an eyesore into a thing of 
beauty. They'll shield you from hot sun, screen off an 
ugly view, wrap leafy shawls around bare tree trunks, 
and trace lacy patterns over a wall of your house. Some 
can keep steep banks from washing away; others spread 
a green blanket over ground that never supports grass. 


Quick from Seed 


Quickest, easiest and least expensive of all are annual 
vines—the kinds you grow just by planting seeds in the 
spring. Of this group morning-glories are tops, and I 
like particularly the varieties ‘Heavenly Blue,’ ‘Blue 
Star, and ‘Pearly Gates.’ The first named, of course, is 
the marvelous big clear blue morning-glory widely 
known and planted over the country. With the same 
vigorous growth habit, clean heart-shaped leaves and 
generous production of flowers, the other two differ only 
in color. ‘Pearly Gates’ is white and ‘Blue Star’ is pale 
blue with five deep blue mid-rib marks radiating from 
the throat. 

All of these are so good that I repeat plantings of 
them year after year—sometimes keeping them separate 
and sometimes using them together, since they har- 
monize beautifully. No other varieties have performed as 
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Large-flowered hybrid clematis vines are traffic stoppers in any garden. This 
is how a plant of the lavender-blue ‘Ramona’ looked for the author three 
years after he had set it out.

well, in my experience. However, if you have room for 
lots of morning-glories, plant also the red-flowered ‘Dar- 
ling’ and the rather new ‘Candy Pink.’ These are ex- 
tremely pretty, if a little less floriferous—for me, at least 
—than the others mentioned. 

To flower well, morning-glories need ample exposure 
to sunshine and a well drained not-too-rich soil. In 
middle and southern areas it is just as well to seed them 
direct outside where they are to grow, after weather is 
settled and warm in the spring. Where summers are 
short and cool, it pays to get an early start with them 
indoors. Plant two or three seeds a quarter inch deep 
in individual paper or clay pots of porous soil at a 
sunny window. When they come up, thin to one strong 
plant to a container. After weather is warm, shift the 
seedlings carefully to the ground without disturbing 
their roots. 

In my own locality (Tennessee) and southward, there 
is no point in trying to get them into bloom so early in 
summer, as hot sunshine through that season makes the 
flowers close early in the mornings. We have little time 
to enjoy them. In late summer and fall, though, and 
right on until a killing frost, they are wonderful. Colors 
get richer and deeper and blooms remain open longer 
as the autumn days get cooler. 

The accompanying photograph shows morning-glories

English ivy is an evergreen 
vine of many uses. Here

in mid-September from seeds that I delayed planting 
until early June. Much has been written about with- 
holding water and fertilizer from these vines, once 
they've attained maturity, to induce them to stop vege- 
tative development and start blooming. Undoubtedly 
this is important in areas having ample summer rain- 
fall. Where I live we may go for weeks of hot weather 
with no rain, and I find it quite necessary to water my 
morning-glories. The lush vegetation over the bed pic- 
tured transpires a lot of moisture. Foliage wilts and 
lower leaves turn yellow and start dropping off if water 
isn’t supplied. While no fertilizer is given, I have a 


plastic “soil soaker” type of hose lying permanently 
along the narrow bed, and every three or four days in 
dry weather I let it run several hours to soak the ground. 

Used alone or as a “night shift” companion for morn- 
ing-glories, the pure white moonflowers are treasure for 
those who can sit on a porch or terrace in the evenings 
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and drink in their beauty and fragrance. For me they 
have nostalgic charm. As a small boy vacationing in 
summer at my grandmother’s farm, I used to go at 
dusk to the moonflower vine covering a dead tree near 
the stables. There I'd try to watch a dozen plump buds 
at once, to be sure of catching the magic moment when 
each chose to unfurl its silky membranes into an im- 
maculate white disc. Once started, this intriguing per- 
formance proceeded with surprising speed—much in 
the manner of flowers in modern “time lapse” movies. 

Though handled as annuals, moonflowers are tender 
perennials from the tropics, and are slower to bloom 
from seed than morning-glories. Really at their best in 
Southern gardens, they are still worth while in the North 
if seeds are started early indoors in pots. To hasten ger- 
mination, nick the side of each large, hard-shelled seed 
with a file or knife before planting. 

Smaller in flower and not so valuable for screening 
purposes, cypress vine and cardinal climber are never- 
theless nice to grow. The former has delicate ferny 
leaves and red or white star flowers; the latter, some- 
what coarser foliage but still finely cut, and one-inch 
red trumpets. If you've already grown cardinal climber, 
this year try its ‘Hearts and Honey’ variant, which will 
give changeable flowers, ranging from pinkish orange 
to rose pink, with lighter contrasting centers. 


Hardy and Handsome 


Once you venture beyond Jackman clematis—the fine 
old-fashioned purple one— it’s hard to resist becoming a 
clematis collector. The large-flowered hybrids are per- 
haps the most beautiful of all hardy vines. And the 
species are highly varied, interesting, beautiful and use- 
ful in a number of ways. 

Clematis are usually acquired as young container- 
grown plants and set out either in early fall or in spring. 
Deeply spaded, rich, well drained soil, on the “sweet” 
or limy side, suits them best. Set plants with the root 
crown covered a couple of inches deep. The runners are 
brittle and easy to snap, so handle them gently and tie 
them to a support to prevent their whipping about and 
breaking. 

Some of my best clematis are planted on the east side 
of a low wall which shades the ground in the afternoon 
and, with a leaf mulch, gives a cool, moist root run for 
the plants. But the vining runners clamber up into 
the sun, which seems to be essential for bloom. Two 
vines that I had against a shady north wall grew well 
for several years but never had a flower until I moved 
them to a sunnier spot. 

Clematis are long-term investments. Don’t look for 
spectacular effects the first year; even two or three 
flowers can be rewarding. With age they really pay 
off. At the peak spring season I’ve counted as many 
as 80 big blooms on my vine of ‘Ramona’ (pictured 
and smaller repeat flushes of flowers follow through the 
summer and fall. One good feature is that the blossoms 
seem weatherproof, and each lasts more than a week. 
Of many desirable large-flowered varieties, I would 
certainly recommend lavender-blue ‘Ramona,’ the ex- 
quisite white Clematis lanuginosa candida, and well 
named ‘Crimson Star’ as a good trio to start with. 

Our native wild trumpet vine is sometimes used as 
an ornamental, but it has faults—too vigorous growth 
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In late summer the sweet autumn clematis will spread a snowy 


blanket over stumps, rock piles, fences and old buildings such as 
this log smokehouse at the author’s country home. 


for many situations and an annoying way of suckering 
up through flower beds and lawns all around where 
it is planted. With much showier flowers, the Chinese 
trumpet vine, Campsis grandiflora, grows easily and 
doesn’t spread so as to become a nuisance. Trumpets 
are shorter but broader and more flared than in the 
American species. Why this excellent vine is so hard 
to find in nurseries is a mystery to me. Possibly this is 
because it lacks complete winter hardiness. My vines 
have withstood brief sub-zero spells without damage, 
but we have no deep, hard, all-winter freezing of the 
ground. In colder areas it would be safer to plant the 





hardier hybrid trumpet vine, ‘Madame Galen, which 





is similar to and nearly as pretty as the Chinese species. 






A Vine for Every Use 






Probably because most of them feature big and showy 




















flowers, the foregoing vines are among my favorites. 
But there are others equally good and indispensable to 
the gardener and landscaper. Everblooming honey- 
suckle, Lonicera Heckrotti, has rose and gold flowers 
produced as continuously through the summer as you 
could desire. A golden variegated form of Halls Japanese 
honeysuckle (the “wild” honeysuckle naturalized in 
many sections) is available from nurseries. It’s a modest 
grower and doesn’t bloom much, but the gold-veined 
leaves are distinctive and much loved by flower arrange- 
ment artists. 

Polygonum auberti, the silver fleece or lace vine, is

especially useful for late summer and autumn display 
of its fleecy canopy. It needs plenty of sunshine. Dutch- 
man’s pipe, Aristolochia durior, has interesting if incon- 
spicuous flowers, but its broad, overlapping leaves make 
the densest screen of any vine I know. 

Wisterias are famous woody climbers—not always 
“friendly,” because their rampant runners sometimes 
coil around and strangle supporting tree limbs, or they 
may dislodge shingles on a roof. Individual specimens, 
too, may be slow and temperamental about blooming. 
But happily situated, they are magnificent in blossom. 
Chinese wisterias are the ones with well-filled purplish 
or white-flowered racemes not over a foot long. Japanese 
varieties have longer but less dense clusters, more color 
variants in the purple, lavender and pink to white range, 
and the vines are hardier. 

Boston ivy, Parthenocissus tricuspidata, and our wild 
Virginia creeper, P. quinquefolia, are deservedly popular 
for covering the walls of buildings. They cling well to 
both masonry and wood, and develop bright autumn 
color before the leaves fall. For gate posts, garden struc- 
tures and homes of average size, the small-leaved ‘Lows’ 
and ‘Veitch’ varieties of Boston ivy are particularly 
suitable. 


English ivy, Hedera helix, and wintercreeper, Euony- 
mus fortunei, are the best evergreen trailers. Both have 
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“sporting” tendencies; that is, they produce mutations 
from the typical forms, and a number of the desirable 
“sports” have been named and propagated. Of special 
interest are extra hardy selections of English ivy—‘Baltic,’ 
‘Thorndale, and ‘MBG Bulgaria’ varieties — which 
thrive even where winters are long and bitter. 

Forms of both the ivy and euonymus are adapted for 
many uses—-ground, tree trunk and wall covers, clipped 
or informal edgings for walks, and borders in home, 
church and cemetery plantings where maintenance 
chores must be held to a minimum. In general the ivy 
is superior for north and east walls and other shaded 
locations, while the wintercreeper might better be 
chosen for a place in the sun. Both are so tolerant, 
however, that you can find varieties of each to do well 
almost anywhere. 

Incidentally, some of the varietal names of both 
English ivy and wintercreeper seem to be badly con- 
fused in commercial stocks around over the country. 
When it’s possible, there is an advantage in buying 
these vines from your neighborhood nursery, where you 
can see in advance how they look and perform under 
local conditions. They root easily from layers or cuttings 
made during the growing season. So if a garden friend 
has a kind you admire, probably he’ll share a few green 
shoots to start your own. 4 
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Center row, ‘Ruby’ lettuce 
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VEGETABLE GARDENS USUALLY in- 
clude the minimum essentials for sum- 
mer salads but a small area devoted 
entirely to salad greens can contribute 
daily enjoyment and endless variety. 

If you share my problem of limited 
space, the first question will be 
“Where in the world could you put 
it?” A narrow edging of parsley plants 
near the kitchen door had been so 
convenient that I was convinced a 
salad garden to be of most value 
should be near the kitchen where I 
could dash out for that extra bit of 
green as the cooking inspiration dic- 
tated. 

There was one useless narrow strip 
near the kitchen, on the south side, 
running the length of the house and 
bounded by the lot line. It was so 
hot and dry there that nothing but 
weeds had grown in the lawn we had 
attempted to establish. It was a prob- 
lem area. It was near the kitchen. 
It was worth a try. 

The rototiller was moved in. I won-

dered if we would strike rocks in the 
gravel I was sure was there. To our 
surprise, we turned up only very sandy 
loam, no rocks, no coarse gravel. Im- 
mediately after the rototilling, I 
added compost and peat moss, raked 
it in lightly, and left it several days 
to settle before planting. 

The entire area was about 12 feet 
wide by 36 feet long, but the 12-foot 
width was cut down by a two-foot 
hedge (which I trimmed back to 18 
inches), and the foot close to the con- 
crete foundation of the house was not 
usable. A 3'-foot by 7¥2-foot cold 
frame also cut into the middle of the 
area. Obviously, if I was to have 
much variety in my salad bowl, I 
should have to place rows near to- 
gether and minimize the paths. An 
18-inch strip nearest the hedge would 
do for a path the length of the plot. 
I decided maximum use could be ob- 
tained by plotting a five-foot bed

which would be worked from the 
paths running along opposite sides of 
it. The old colonial herb and kitchen 
gardens, I recalled, were laid out in 
oblong beds; I would just run mine 
all into one bed. The space nearest 
the house, I made into a long narrow 
bed to be used for some of the taller 
herbs. 

Variety, especially in greens, was 
what I particularly wanted. Nothing 
is so good for a summer menu as a 
tossed green salad, and a “green 
salad” is green, with leaves fresh from 
the garden. The basic green, I sup- 
pose, is lettuce. Lettuce—as if there 
were only one kind or possibly two, 
head and leaf lettuce. Many of the 
catalogs list ten to 25 varieties, but 
most of us buy a packet of one or two 
kinds and let ourselves be satisfied. 
Last year, even though it seemed ex- 
travagant, I ordered several packets, 
knowing that I had more seeds than 
I would have room to plant, but 
wanting to sample the taste as well 
as the growing habits of the different 
kinds. 

There is a difference in lettuce just

as there is a difference in the taste 
of apples. As in apples, part of it is 
probably due to contrast in texture— 
crisp, soft, smooth, curled, thick, thin. 
Several kinds used together make a 
most attractive salad bowl, for in ad- 
dition to variety in texture there is 
variety in color, varying from dark 
green to yellow green, to creamy white 
center leaves. Some have leaves edged 
with red, and now a new variety, 
‘Ruby,’ is available, a uniformly deep 
color as the name signifies. The third 
reason for a wide selection is that 
the time of maturity varies from 45 
to 80 days. 

The following list merely suggests 
the range. Some I have grown in 
vegetable gardens in the past; some 
I tried for the first time last season. 
Leaf lettuces are my favorite; they 
are tender; I can use them much 
sooner, and I get more yield from 
the space available. In the list, I have 
indicated the days as given on the 
packet but they vary considerably due 
to conditions. However, the approxi- 
mate number of days is useful for 
comparing different kinds.

They contribute a 
pleasing variety to summer salads, but should be used 
sparingly, as spices, not as greens. 


Thyme—6 inches, grows well from seeds, will usually live over. 

Tarragon—2 feet, perennial, obtain plants for true tarragon. 

Dill—2-2% feet, annual, grows easily from seed. 

Basil—2 feet, annual, from seeds, use.it with tomatoes. 

Sweet Marjoram—12 inches, from seeds, start indoors. 

Borage—18 inches—2 feet, from seeds, fascinating flowers for decorating 
drinks or salads, or freezing in ice cubes. Leaves too hairy to find 
pleasant in salads. 
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Romaine (or cos) 
lettuce 


From the vegetable garden tender 
beet tops with their touch of red 
make a good addition to a green 
salad. Tender turnip tops are usable 
as the turnips are being thinned. 
Small leaves of Swiss chard add color 
and texture, but older leaves are too 
tough. Celery tops add flavor. Leaves 
of witloof chicory may be used when 
very young, but they get too bitter as 
they mature. Scallions, onions and 
carrots may occasionally be added to 
the salad bowl. 

Nasturtiums we grow in a window 
box on the kitchen porch where they 
can easily be picked to add flavor to 
the salad. 

There is a mint bed, carefully con- 
fined, against the basement wall. In 
a fruit salad it is most welcome, but 
rarely does it belong in a green salad. 

All of these, except as noted, were 
grown from seeds planted right in 
the bed. My “rows” are really oblong 
beds, nine to twelve inches wide by 
five feet long. I “broadcast” the seeds 
over the space and cover them lightly 
with peat moss, then I mark the di- 
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Small fruited tomatoes

visions between varieties by a thick 
narrow band of peat moss which can 
be pulled around the plants as they 
grow. I label each bed. 

Almost as soon as the plants be- 
come recognizable, I begin to thin 
them, and use the thinnings in the 
first salad bowls of the season. 

I try to work in a few second sow- 
ings, which in the limited space takes 
ingenuity. As I use up the best of 
the lettuce, or as I scratch the peat 
moss into the bed, I sometimes have 
a bit of space in which to sow a few 
seeds for a later crop. 

I like to gather greens in the early 
morning, when they are crisp and per- 
haps dew covered. Then it is a pleas- 
ure to nibble and make the selections 
for the day. 

No matter how I do it, I still find 
washing a chore. If the beds are 
well mulched and thickly planted, 
there is a little less dirt to wash off. 

Having washed as carefully as pa- 
tience permits, I spread the leaves 
out on layers of towels, and stack 
them very lightly in the vegetable 


crisper. When I am ready to use them 
the leaves wil be cool, crisp and dry. 

A salad to me means a green salad, 
but I do recognize a few additions 
and variations, such as radishes, rings 
of red onions, scallions, green pepper, 
and tiny green beans. Cucumbers, I 
think, should be crisp, and they get 
soggy and limp with the greens, even 
though they do add flavor. I prefer 
them served separately. The same is 
true of ordinary tomatoes. They are 
too good by themselves to be thrown 
in the bow! of greens where the juice 
runs out and dilutes the dressing. The 
tiny cherry, or pear-shaped, salad to- 
matoes can be put in whole and make 
an attractive addition without ruin- 
ing the crispness of the greens. 


The variety, even of lettuces—made 
every day’s salad a delight, and each 
salad a little different from those we 
had before. Such salads are impossi- 
ble unless you grow your own greens 
and can pick and choose from a dozen 
to 20 different kinds with an endless 
number of combinations. ¢ 
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These rows of baby evergreens 

are rapidly multiplying their value, 
and will soon be ready for 
transplanting to their positions 

in the home landscape ‘plan, 


GROW YOUR OWN LANDSCAPE MATERIAL 
FROM BABY EVERGREENS — 


A three-year fir seedling is still a baby. 
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EVERGREENS ARE EXPENSIVE and 
they have every right to be. A blue 
spruce six years old ranges between 
16 and 24 inches. That means six 
years of pruning, transplanting, and 
care by the nurseryman. 

Seedlings or rooted cuttings can be 
purchased for less than a tenth of the 
cost of a mature plant. The only re- 
quirement of the grower is time and 
patience. Transplanting to permanent 
positions can be expected any time 
between three and ten years. Where 
many plants will be needed for hedg- 
ing, windbreaks or landscaping, this 
is the economical answer. 

The first step after receiving your 
plants, (and don’t be frightened by 
the postage stamp package 25 or 50 
evergreens will arrive in) is to give 
them immediate attention. If the 
weather is unfavorable, dig a trench 
and heel them in by covering the roots 
with soil. If they can be planted 
promptly, set them in a pail of water 
while the holes are being dug. 

A site with good drainage and full 
sun is essential to the success of these 
baby evergreens. If the soil drains 
poorly it may be improved either by 
raising the bed a couple of inches or 
excavating to a depth of 1% or two 
feet and placing a layer of broken 
bricks or crushed rock at the bottom.

A handful of sand placed beneath the 
roots of each plant will also aid in 
perfect drainage. 

Soil preparation is important. Ma- 
nure—fresh, rotted, dehydrated, any 
form and lots of it, should be dug 
deeply into the soil. 

Seedlings are spaced a minimum of 
six inches apart and a little deeper 
than they stood in the nursery. Spread- 
ing types such as the Pfitzer juniper 
and the yew, Taxus cuspidata, should 
be spaced far enough apart to allow 
at least two years’ growth between. 
After planting, mulch with manure 
and water well. 

A note in regard to yews. Rabbits 
love their soft succulent growth. 
Therefore they should be protected 
by a short fence of some sort. We 
learned this the hard way when we 
had a complete planting leveled over 
night. 


Care the first summer consists only 
of frequent, thorough watering and 
keeping the plants weed free, pref- 
erably by mulching rather than by cul- 
tivating. Roots growing close to the 


surface are easily damaged by close 
hoeing, but they benefit from a mulch 
which helps keep the surface cool and 
moist. 

Added nourishment should be given

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Tea roses, from which our modern 
roses Sprang, are unfortunately 
not for the Northern garden. If 
you live where zero temperatures 
come often in winter and where 
cold spells hang on for a week or 
more at a time, you must 

leave these tender roses to 
gardens for the South. They 

do best in states bordering the 
Gulf Coast, in California and in 
the Southeastern States.

WoULD YOU LIKE to grow roses with a minimum of 
care? Roses that in my north Louisiana are evergreen 
and bloom ten months of the year? Roses with foliage 
in spring colored from pink or chartreuse to blood and 
bronze red, making of the plant almost a bouquet? 
Then grow TEA roses. 

Tea roses are pleasant roses, for they are almost thorn- 
less, they grow to very large bushes, and require no 
pruning except for weak wood or to shape the bush. 
Tea roses are so variable in form and color that walk- 
ing in the garden is one happy surprise. 

Although they are not finicky as to soil, they should, 
like all roses, be planted where they are well drained. 
My main rose garden is on a slope, shaded from the west 
by pine trees. The roses should have half a day of sun, 
but I have some growing close by the side of my house 
that only get four hours sun a day. 

These plants are smaller when they come from the 
grower than the average hybrid tea. I plant my roses 
with common sense, digging deeply and using plenty of 
humus in the hole, tamping in well but gently, being 
careful not to break or bruise the roots. No plant is any 
better than its roots. I plant the bud union three or 
four inches deeper than it was before, for I want the 
plants to grow their own roots, which in the course of

time they do. I am planting for the years to come, for 
tea roses live to great age. 

I mulch well with pine straw to conserve moisture 
and keep down weeds, and I protect a new plant with 
a mound of straw for two weeks, to keep the canes from 
drying out. I see little difference between spring and 
fall planting. The main thing is a good number one 
dormant plant. 

In February and July I fertilize with an all purpose 
fertilizer by using a crow bar to make deep holes all 
around the tips of the branches. This makes the roots 
go wide and deep. I try to do this when the ground is 
wet to save watering in. When it is dry I water deeply 
as needed. When I am spraying annual border plants 
with foliar fertilizer if some gets on the roses, we don’t 
mind. 

Tea roses are most beautiful full blown, either cut 
or on the bush. They last an incredibly long time, shat- 
tering cleanly. 

Teas endure heat, neglect, and sudden cold snaps. 
Mine were in bloom and bud one Dec. 11th when in 
18 hours the temperature dropped from a_ balmy 
74 to 18 degrees. After three days of cold and the loss 
of some opening buds, the roses and camellias came 
back and gave me flowers for Christmas. In the past 
my roses have stood down to 12 degrees of cold 
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with no protection and no damage. In a prolonged wet 
season tea roses do ball or form buds which will not 
open as does any double rose. 

I have never sprayed a tea rose for blackspot. They 
are too resistant. If a little blackspot happens to get on 
them, they shrug it off and go right on about the busi- 
ness of growing and blooming. 

“Mrs. B. R. Cant’ (1901) grows large with luxuriant 
foliage. In spring and summer she has many soft pink, 
cupped, rather flat blooms, the many inner petals curled 
and folded. In fall these change to deep rose, even bor- 
dering on red. 

‘Mrs. Dudley Cross’ (1907) grows to eight thornless 
feet. All season she has long stout stems of large chamois 
yellow flowers, some with the outer petals tinged pink 
and high pointed buds. In autumn she goes mad with 
color. No two are exactly alike. Some are even speckled 
and spotted with deep rose color. Ah! to have a row of 
these a mile long with fruity fragrance. 

‘Mons Tillier’ (1891). This rascally charmer is always 
different. The small round buds give no hint of the 
extravaganza of color to follow. The bloom is large, 
many petalled, imbricated, almost star shaped when full 
blown, from light rose to deep with tones of brick red, 
yellow and violet. It grows to eight feet and blooms 
steadily. 
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‘Sombreuil’ (1851), with round buds, opens to a large, 
flat bloom with many graduated petals. It is frosty white 
like snow on a window, but look closely—you will see a 
small center of dainty pink, changing in fall to terra 
cotta. I grow this rampant rose tied closely to an eight- 
foot post, where it umbrellas out in a canopy of bloom. 

‘Rosette Delizy’ (1922) has perfect, medium size flow- 
ers with high pointed buds, yellow centers with a whisper 
of apricot, outer petals dark rose. The colors deepen 
with the advent of autumn. It has an ideal boutonniere 
bud, and almost never stops blooming. 

‘Mme. Lombard’ (1877) is a low and wide plant, 
giving large double high pointed buds opening with 
reflexed petals. What color? Madame will oblige with 
rose, salmon rose, or sometimes flesh color with rose 
center and intense fragrance. 

‘Marie Van Houtte’ (1871) with double yellow, pink 
tipped blooms is almost consistent on a huge plant. 
Perhaps her blooms do have slender necks . . . but who 
minds when they look down politely at viewers? 

‘Duchesse de Brabont’ (1857), the one hundred year- 
old darling, always has satin sea shell pink cupped 
blooms, making delightful bouquets with sprays of 
heliotrope, the scents mingling pleasantly. 

‘Mme. Camille’ (1871) grows to four feet, with double 
flame colored blooms, faintly patterned and veined in 
white. In spring the colors shade lighter. 

‘Snowflake’ or ‘Marie Lambert’ (1886) is four feet 
of dense, twiggy, thornless, fresh green bush with small 
pointed foliage. It bears an infinite number of pointed 
shining white buds opening into two and a half-inch 
roses. It is the only tea I grow that is prettiest in the 
bud. It is beautiful with red roses. 

‘William R. Smith’ (1908) is much like a hybrid tea 
except for hardiness, and variation of color. It has 
large, high pointed, flesh colored blooms with pink 
at the petal base. Other blooms may be pale pink with 
creamy outer petals. All are lovely.

‘Lady Hillington’ (1910) could be used as a husky 
foliage plant with burnished bronze foliage, but she 
gives generously of semi-double cupped blooms, apricot 
yellow in spring and almost orange in fall. The buds 
are pointed and full blown with the stamens showing. 

Climbing ‘Gloire de Dijon’ (1853). When April comes, 
I wish Dean Hole, the fabled English rosarian, could be 
with me to enjoy my two huge climbers. One covers 
a large pear tree which blooms before the leaves come. 
The white pear blossoms and sunset colors of this rose 
intermingle. The other I trained up a 25-foot iron pipe 
where it cascades down making a huge ball of buff, 
yellow, salmon and sometimes orange double roses. 
Only a few token blooms come in fall but it gives a 
solid six weeks of splendor in the spring. 

Climbing ‘Perle des Jardins’ (1874) is a heavy bloomer, 
spring and fall. It has large, shining golden, high 
pointed, very thick double blooms, quartered when 
open, deliciously fragrant. 

Climbing ‘Devoniensis’ or ‘Magnolia’ (1841) blooms 
all season with many petalled five-inch flat roses, fully 
quartered when full blown. Some are white with pink 
hearts, others are blush pink. Two of these climbers 
with two-inch thick trunks cover an archway, and mock- 
ing birds nest in the boughs. 

Two I grow for sweet sentiment are ‘Safrano’ (1839) 
and ‘Old Blush’ (China 1796). ‘Safrano’ with bright 
yellow (almost orange in fall) semi-double roses takes 
me back to childhood when as little girls, sister and I 
played “milliner” under a huge bush in Papa’s garden. 
We made hats of leaves and trimmed them with these 
blooms and with the loose double pink blooms of ‘Old 
Blush.’ As this was in the willow plume era, we used 
pampas grass plumes. These two old roses grow in the 
shrubbery border for color when the shrubs are resting. 

Many more I grow for their true worth and beauty. 
Many tea roses may be planted with the proudest hybrid 
teas and hold their own. #

THREE NEW GARDEN chrysanthe- 
mums have been chosen for the All- 
America Awards for 1959. Added to 
the four which were announced last 
year (first year for All-America mum 
awards), these new winners round out 
a good range of colors and forms for 
the home garden. 

The 1959 winners are ‘Crimson 
Lady,’ ‘Girl Friend,’ and ‘Flair.’ 

‘Crimson Lady’ is a cushion type 
mum with very double, medium size 
flowers of a rich dark crimson color. 
The flowers and compact plants give 
the impression of being very neat and 
self-contained. 

‘Flair’ is a large-flowered cushion 
mum with double, lively lavender 
cactus-type flowers. The plants reach 
about 18 inches in height and have a 
spread of about 30 inches. The flowers 


are large, around 3'% inches across, 
and they hold under varied 
weather conditions. 

‘Girl Friend’ is a large decorative 
type mum of dawn pink or coral color. 
Its highly vigorous growth habit, early 
blooming tendency, large flowers and 
long stiff stems make it a good com- 
panion for last year’s All-America 
winner of this type, ‘Showpiece.’ 
Plants are 24 to 28 inches tall and 
have a 12- to 18-inch spread. The 
flowers, without being disbudded, 
reach a diameter of about four inches. 
Blooming begins in September. 

Last year’s All-America mums were 
the variable light red ‘Ruby King, 
the medium bronze decorative ‘Burn- 
ing Bronze,’ the large-flowered yellow 
‘Emperor,’ and the outstandingly vig- 
orous, large-flowered rose ‘Showpiece.’

blue flowers. Plant it in the spring 
and you can be sure that late July 
and August will bring willowy sprays 
of soft blue flowers to brighten the 
garden and provide material for cut- 
ting. These sprays are an arranger’s 
dream. Even the fruiting stems after 
the flowers have faded are good 
arrangement material. Also important 
is the fact that caryopteris is happy 
in high lime soils where true spireas 
turn sick and yellow with iron 
deficiency. 

At present the best known caryop- 
teris is ‘Blue Mist.’ This variety name 
is a good choice. ‘Blue Mist’ grows 
to a height of four feet and makes a 
bush up to six feet across. It is never 
leggy or straggling. During late July 
and August it is literally covered with 
lacy blue flowers in sprays 12 to 20 
inches long. 

In addition to ‘Blue Mist’ there is 
a newer one called ‘Azure.’ This was 
bred at the Cheyenne Horticultural 
Field Station, Cheyenne, Wyoming, 
where growing conditions are really 
rough. It is a seedling of ‘Blue Mist’ 
but is even hardier. The plant is 
smaller than its parent, the flowers 
a little deeper blue, and the foliage 
is darker green. ‘Azure’ is perhaps 
the better plant for the low lines of 
the modern home. Both varieties are 
good plants for any garden and par- 
ticularly for difficult locations where 
they thrive despite wind, drouth and 
poor soil. 

Plant caryopteris in full sun if possi- 
ble, although the plants will tolerate 
shade part of the day. The plants 
should be cut back to six or eight 
inches each spring to insure a maxi- 
mum of the long sprays that are their 
chief attraction. The shrub is short 
lived compared to lilac and others of 
that class but it is so easily propagated 
that anyone can increase it. Three- 
inch cuttings of new wood taken in 
early June will root in days and if 
given forceful culture will bloom in 
September. Such cuttings are best 
started in sand or perlite but even 
those stuck in soil and kept shaded 
and moist will root in appreciable 
numbers. Incidentally, the caryopteris 
is easy from seed. Seedlings by thou- 
sands will come up each spring around 
the mother plants and are as easily 
transplanted as cabbage. Seedlings do 
vary, but most of them are pretty

Peperomias

Terrariums 


Have an old discarded fish 
bowl that could be made into a ter- 
rarium? Place some bits of charcoal 
in the bottom and then add two to 
four inches of a mixture of peat moss, 
sand and good compost. Unless you 
have a supply of potting soil that isn’t 
frozen, regular commercial planter 
mix is handier to use in cold Febru- 
ary. Plant your cuttings and keep 
the soil moist. If you like, place a

piece of glass over the top to conserve 


moisture. Set the terrarium on a win- | 


dow sill and you will have a bowl 
full of bright growing plants that 
takes almost no time or care, for 
even dust will not settle on them in 
their private greenhouse. 

Every window garden has the mak- 


impatiens, small begonias and any 
other odds and ends you may be try- 
ing to get to grow. I’m proud of a 
mountain laurel cutting I rooted in 
such a terrarium last fall. I used 
woods soil rich in leaf mold, and in 
it four small ferns are thriving and 
keeping the laurel company. After 
several months, two selaginellas have 
begun to grow from the woods soil. 
Now they have grown into a carpet 
of delicate green leaves. 

Southerners know the red-bird cac- 
tus (Pedilanthus tithymaloides) but 
few other gardeners have grown it. 
Pedilanthus is a choice plant for any 
indoor planter. Its variegated foliage 
grows from an unusual stem that zig- 
zags. If you want to see its red-bird

The first couple of years the plants 


will not show their shape character- | 


istics plainly. Be sure to have the 
planting labeled so you’re not topping 


an upright or removing the long hori- | 


zontal branches of a spreader. During 
this time removal of only the tip ends 
should be done unless there is an 
unwieldy side branch. 


With pines, spruces and firs more |

Much more important than how | 
water is when. I get excellent results 
by letting my violets become dry, then 
soaking them thoroughly with tepid 
water. Fertilizer may added to 
the water at intervals of two weeks. 
A mild kind made especially for Af- 
rican violets gives best results. This 
helps develop strong root systems and 
hastens flowering.

What is the best temperature for 
African violets? The extremes at 
which they will grow and do well 
would surprise you, but most growers 
say they get best results with a day- 
time temperature of about 70, and 
not below 60 at night. Mine bloom 
best when my daytime temperature 
is about 78. Then the little plants 
literally burst into flower 


I have a simple solution for this 
problem of light, about which so 
much has been written and said. Just 
leave it up to your violets; watch 
them, they'll tell you how much light 
they need. If their leaves hug the 
edge of the pot and bleach out, the 
light is too strong. If they grow long 
and flowers don’t appear, the light 
isn’t strong enough. You can also de- 
termine whether the light is right by 
holding your hand about four inches 
from the plant. If a faint shadow is 
cast on it, there is enough light. Don’t 
be afraid of a little sunshine. Like

other flowers, African violets need it. 


Many growers say that when the 
plants start to age, become “turkey- 
necked,” acquire an ungainly leafless 
stretch of stem, you may as well dis- 
card them, and start all over with a 
leaf to root. I don’t agree. My plants 
become friends to me after they have 
lived in my home for a year or so, 
and I’m reluctant to consign them to 
the rubbish heap. 


I score those turkey-necks with long 
deep slashes, you know, the way your 
cat sharpens his claws on your best 
mahogany chair legs, and rub hor- 
mone powder into the slashes. Then 
I dig up the plant, wash the soil off 
the roots, reducing their length by 
one-half with my scissors. I replant in 
fresh soil so that all the turkey neck 
is planted, and the soil line is at the 
lower leaves. In no time at all roots 
will have grown right up that ugly 
stem, and you'll have a beautifully 
proportioned plant. 


One of the great advantages of 
African violets is that they are healthy 
plants. They do occasionally get a 
fluffy white bug like a bit of cotton 
on the stems and under the leaves. 
That is mealybug. I dip a camel’s 
hair brush into alcohol and touch 
each white speck with it, being care- 
ful not to touch the leaves. If you’re 
not blessed with that much patience, 
you can also get rid of it by spraying 
with a solution of one teaspoon of 
nicotine sulfate in a quart of water. 


Cyclamen mite is the most feared 
of African violet pests. It is a tiny 
reddish bug, too small to be seen 
with the naked eye. It makes the plant 
distorted. The leaves become crooked, 
brittle and twisted, under-sized and 
ill-shaped, and the blooms are im- 
perfect if they appear at all. 


I’m not sure that I’ve had this ugly 
visitor. I once suspected its presence 
and sprayed the nicotine sulfate three 
times, at ten-day intervals. If it was 
there, that turned the trick. Books 
also recommend sodium selenate as 
a spray. 


African violets learn a little while 
they teach you a lot, and by the time 
you have successfully raised one, you 
know how to humor their crotchets, 
and, as with every other member of 
the family, to give them the place in 
your home best adapted to their de- 
velopment; in short, you’ve become

off or damaged, drive a stake into the 
ground, select one of the side branches 
growing nearest the top, and tie this 
securely to the stake. By the following 
year this branch will take over as the 
leader and the tree will show no 
damage. 

In pruning pines, wait until the 
candle-like spring growth has pro- 
gressed to a point where the needles 
are just beginning to spread. Then cut 
these back partially. This is a necessary 
practice to the low growing Mugho 
pine in order to have a dense, cushion- 

| like specimen. 


r Transplanting 


| There are two reasons why seedling 
| evergreens should be transplanted at 
| least once or twice before being set 
| in their permanent position. First, 
each time the plant is being moved, 
it is being root pruned. This gives 
the plant a short but thick ball of 
roots rather than long penetrating 
roots that would make final trans- 
planting hazardous. And second, fresh 
soil is offered at each transplanting. 

Seedlings should be left no longer 
than four years in the same spot. On 
an average, plan on_ transplanting 
them the third year. This should be 
done before growth starts in spring, 
but be careful to wait until the soil 
has dried off and can be easily worked. 

If the soil is heavy and the distance 
| between positions is not too great, the 
first transplanting can be done by 
lifting out and carrying each plant to 
the new spot. Be careful to lose as 
little soil from around the roots as 
possible. 

At the second transplanting the tree 
as well as the root ball will be larger.

Pine and fir seedlings by the thousands in their 
original nursery seedbeds show why at this 
stage they are economical to buy. 


This will necessitate burlapping the 
root ball in order to keep the soil in- 
tact. Half a burlap sack can be used. 
After the plant is thoroughly wet 
down, a spade is plunged in around 
the plant and the sack is slipped under 
and around, then tied at the top. In 
the new position, after untying, the 
sack can either be left at the bottom 
of the hole to decay or if the root ball 
is solid, it can be slipped out and be 
used again. 

After setting the plants in their new 
positions, water them well and often. 
Mulch them, too. 

Many times it is not convenient to 
the grower to transplant because of 
lack of space. In that case root prun- 
ing should be carried out by simply 
thrusting the spade its full depth 
around the entire plant. Although this 
will not trim the roots out of reach 
of the spade, it still will promote a 
dense root ball and make final moving 
to the permanent spot easier. 

Trees cared for this way should 
have extra nutrients each year to re- 
plenish those which are taken from 
the soil. 


The Final Move 


Only the grower can tell when his 
trees are ready for their final position. 
If size is not important, a few may 
be ready in only two or three years. 
Others may take nursery care three 
times longer. But remember, caring 
for evergreens in a row where they 
can be cultivated and watered -all at 
once at one time is much easier than 
trying to keep a dozen individual 
plants watered and free from choking

THE PRIVATE WORLD 


WHEN WE LOOK at a photograph 
of a beautiful flower we can see two 
dimensions—height and width. When 
we see nature first hand or view 
through a stereoscope, depth is added. 
We need only to open our eyes a bit 
wider and look a bit closer to see yet 
another dimension. Perhaps we could 
call this understanding, or compre- 
hension, or seeing from within. Trav- 
elers return from far away places and 
tell of strange and exotic plants. But 
often they fail to note nature’s won- 
ders in their own back yards. 

If you had gone out last fall (and 
you could go out this February day) 
you would have seen short-stemmed 
knobs, tinted softly green and purple,

on the tips of the branches of the 
dogwood tree. They are flower buds 
already well formed and ready to 
burst into bloom the moment spring 
gives the signal. Although I had 
passed my dogwood scores of times 
each winter, it wasn’t until someone 
told me how well formed the buds 
were months ahead of time, that my 
eyes were opened actually to see them. 

Go look at the pink snowball (Vi- 
burnum carlest). You find what ap- 
pears to be undeveloped dead leaves 
up and down the stem, and many 
clusters (very unlike the softly colored 
knobs on the dogwood) of what must 
be dried buds that failed to open. 
Watch them when spring comes!

Those dried bud clusters swell into 
coral-colored buds and later blossom 
out into pale pink snowballs. The 
dried leaves grow into lusty foliage. 


Our lovely blue bells (Mertensia 
virginica) go dormant soon after 


blooming. If we should dig down in 
midsummer we would find fleshy roots 
if our eyes were keen for they are very 
nearly the same color as some of our 
soil, but they would appear tattered 
and lifeless. But when we dig down 
in late fall we find new 
practically at soil level—have emerged 
from those lifeless-looking roots. I had 
supposed all this growth took place 
in early spring.

Plants vary as much below ground 
as they do above. If someone asked 
for lily-of-the-valley blossoms from 
our gardens in the spring, we would 
know exactly which blossoms to cut. 
One day when lilies-of-the-valley were 
dormant a woman called to tell me 
that her daughter wanted some of 
her plants. “What do I do?” 
asked.

“Take a spade and dig them!”

If someone asked 
for a plant, would you know what to 
look for if the roots were in a bed 
of mixed varieties of dormant plants? 
Does lily-of-the-valley have a bulb like 
a true lily?

wondered what they were? They carry 
the pollen necessary to fertilize the 
loose clusters of pistillate flowers found 
on the same tree where the nuts will 
develop. 

Such gymnastics as regal and For- 
mosa lily buds perform to reach the 
seed pod stage! When buds first ap- 
pear they are vertical. As they con- 
tinue to grow they turn downward 
until they are almost upside down. 
With the opening of the blossoms they 
assume a more horizontal position. As 
the seed pods swell and mature they 
are held up in the same vertical posi- 
tion as the buds when they first ap- 
peared. 

Most flower spikes open the lowest 
blossoms first and work toward the 
top. Liatris starts at the top and opens 
downward. Penstemons have the de- 
lightful habit of opening a few blos- 
soms in each of a number of clusters 
and thus it appears that more of the 
flower stem is in full bloom for a 
longer time. 

Have you ever looked into the 
very heart of a violet plant, down 
under its leaves, in late summer and 
early fall and found pods full of seeds? 
These are called cleistogamous and 
were not formed in the usual way by 
buds that opened into flowers pol- 
linated by the bees.

ing the last week in April and con- 
tinue over a four week period. Plant 
where they will receive plenty of sun, 
the more the better. Different varieties 
take different periods of time to 
bloom. If you have a mixture or sev- 
eral varieties, you can plant all bulbs 
at the same time and can expect them 
to bloom over a period of three or 
four weeks. In our climate most vari- 
eties bloom from 65 to 100 days after 
planting. We usually have blooms 
from early July until about mid Oc- 
tober when the first freeze ends the 
season. 

Some people treat their bulbs be- 
fore planting as a protection against 
disease. I have found that if I throw 
away any unhealthy looking bulbs be- 
fore planting, I do not really need 
any preplanting treatment. In a 
warmer climate or if you have had 
disease problems in the past you may 
want to soak your bulbs for 15 min- 
utes immediately before planting in 
a solution of one-third ounce of new, 
improved Arasan in a gallon of water. 























































The Planting Process 





I have mechanized the planting 
process. With a four-wheel tractor and 
furrower I dig a trench six inches 
deep. For only a few bulbs it is easy 
to hand-dig a continuous trench six 
inches deep. Spread evenly on the bot- 
tom of the trench superphosphate or 
bone meal at the rate of about three 
pounds per 100 feet of row. Then 
cultivate the bottom of trench lightly 
to mix in the fertilizer. You could use 
a balanced commercial or organic fer- 
tilizer instead of superphosphate or 
bone meal, but tests have shown that 
in the first few weeks of growth glads 
use primarily phosphorus. 

Bulbs are then placed in the trench 
about six inches apart. Before cover- 
ing I dust the bulbs lightly with 
Arasan, which I find is the simplest 
way of obtaining good disease control. 
In most areas not even this treatment 
should be necessary. The trench is 
then covered and there is nothing to 
do for about a month except keep up 
with the weeds. Glad foliage normally 
appears in about two weeks. Nature 
usually provides adequate rain at that 
time of year. A little dryness does no 
harm as it will encourage the roots 
to go deeper where the soil is cooler 
and more moist.

For best 
results I fertilize again when bloom 
spikes first come into sight. Both times 
application is at the rate of about 
three pounds per 100 feet of row and 
is in a band which extends to three 


| or four inches away from the plants. 


With the first application of fertilizer 
it is time to begin watering. I like to 
provide the equivalent of about an 
inch of rain a week. When less than 
that amount falls naturally, the sprin- 
kler is turned on. After the blooming 
season, watering can be discontinued. 

The villian thrips have previously 
been mentioned. Dusting bulbs with 
DDT will kill thrips on your bulbs, 
but unfortunately they frequently mi- 
grate from someone else’s glads or 
from onions. To prevent any damage, 
it is best to spray or dust weekly with 
DDT or malathion, beginning when 
the foliage is about a foot high and 
continuing until the blooming season 
is over. Dusting is simpler, but spray- 
ing is more effective. Be sure to cover 
the bloom spikes. 


Use of Glads 


The gladiolus is primarily useful as 
a cut flower. The normal time to cut 
a bloom spike for house use is the 
day the first flower is fully open. You 
will probably want a stem about 15 
to 20 inches below the first floret, but 
try not to damage any more leaves 
than necessary. Many people use a 
knife and cut down one side of the 
spike to the desired stem length, then 
across and up the other side of the 
spike. With a little practice you may 
find you can pick a spike without a 
knife by pulling some of the outside 
leaves away from the stem and break- 
ing the stem off at the desired height. 

There does not seem to be any way 
to make an individual glad flower last 
more than two days. By keeping the 
spike in water, removing dead flow- 
ers and cutting the stem a little 
shorter daily, each spike will last a 
week. 


How to Dig 


Gladiolus must be dug each fall 
and stored over winter because, first, 
they can be killed by freezing, and, 
second, they multiply and would give 
poor results in future years even if 
they did not freeze. Bulbs should be 


given at least a month after bloo 
before digging in order to develop 
sound bulb for the next year. Diggiy 
is simple if a spading fork is use 
The underground crop includes o 
or more new bulbs on top of the 
one and usually a number of bulble 
around the base.

your questions answered by C. L. Quear 


Can you tell me why my apricots drop 
off when half grown? I have sprayed 
the tree three times but I can see no 
insects. Mrs. H. A., Illinois. 

Apricots are among the first of the fruit 
trees to bloom and are often subjected to 
several degrees of frost. They must be 
planted in areas relatively free from late 
frosts to be dependable. In the Midwest 
only the hardier Russian varieties, such as 
‘Alexander,’ are suited to the climate and 
even then frost damage often causes the 
fruit to drop. While the fruit is in bud, 
frost may injure the tiny stem which grad- 
ually shrivels and cuts off the food supply 
to the growing fruit. In time the fruit drops 
and there is nothing to be done about it. 


Why do some of our annuals fall over 
and lie on the ground? This has hap- 
pened to gypsophila, pincushion flower 
and pinks. Is it a lack of something in 
the soil? Mrs. S. S., Illinois. 

Heavy soil, too much fertility and too 
much shade often cause flowers to refuse 
to support their own weight. Planted in full 
sunlight, in moderately sandy or porous 
soil, that is not heavily manured or ferti- 
lized, the plants mentioned should stand 
up in ordinary weather. 


When is the best time to transplant 
lily-of-the-valley pips? We live in south- 
eastern Kansas. Mrs. A. L. B., Kansas. 

February or early March is the best time 
of the year to transplant lily-of-the-valley 
pips. Choose a time when the ground is in 
good tilth and easily worked. Provided the 
soil is not too wet the earlier in the spring 
the pips are moved the better. 

Can bamboo be grown in the Midwest 
and if so where may I purchase dwarf 
varieties? J. B., Missouri. 

True bamboos are nearly all tropical and 
are not considered to be hardy in the Mid- 
west. There are several tall, hollow woody- 
stemmed grasses popularly called bamboos 
that are hardy in Missouri. They are not 
bamboos, only bamboo-like grasses. Typica? 
ones recommended for large areas include 
plume grass, giant reed grass, eulalia and 
pampas grass. Ornamental grasses are usu- 
ally available at the larger nurseries whose 
ads appear in garden magazines. 


When should I divide my yucca plant? 
Does dividing have any effect on the 
blooming of the parent plant the fol- 
lowing year? Mrs. D. J., Oklahoma. 

The yucca plant may be divided, or 
young suckers detached, in early spring. If 
the clump is lifted carefully and divided 
this spring, it should bloom next year. The 
suckers will take at least a year longer to 
bloom. 


What can I do about city water which 
contains chlorine? It is killing my 
flowers. Mrs. G. W. W., Iowa. 

Excessive amounts of chlorine in water 
will be dissipated if the water is allowed 
to stand exposed to the air for a time. If 
the water for watering the flowers could 
be drawn from an open tank or lily pond 
after it has been exposed to the air for 24 
hours or more, there would be no damage 
from chlorine. 


We raise dachshunds, and this hobby 
conflicts with using weed killers, spe- 
cifically those for dandelions. Is there 
a weed killer which is harmless to dogs? 
Mrs. J. B., Wisconsin. 

Sprays containing the hormone 2,4-D 
are 100 per cent effective in killing dan- 
delions when the temperature is above 72 
degrees. This spray is considered non toxic 
to man and animals and it is entirely dis- 
sipated after a few rains. If applied on the 
lawn as a fine spray there should be no 
danger to the dachshunds. 


We have a lilac bush in our yard 
which is covered with scale. We sprayed 
last year without success. To save this 
bush should we cut it back to the ground 
and disinfect the soil? Some of our 
other trees, especially the elms, had a 
great deal of this scale. What do you 
recommend? S. F. T., Nebraska. 

Branches of the lilac that are heavily 
infested with scale will die and the health 
and vigor of the entire shrub is impaired. 
Neither pruning nor soil treatment will 
control scale. Use a dormant spray as soon 
as scale is discovered, spraying not only 
the lilacs, but all shrubs in the vicinity of 
the lilacs. This dormant spray should be a 
miscible oil spray such as Volck, diluted

This will keep most insect 
pests of rhubarb under control. It will not 
completely control the curculios, which are 
black-snout beetles that puncture the stems 
and make blemishes on the stalk. Hand- 
picking these half-inch beetles, and clean 
cultivation along with the spraying, should 
keep them under control. Protectors made 
of polyethylene or any other substance are 
of little value. A keg or a box with a screen 
wire top placed over a hill of rhubarb be- 
fore growth starts will make the leaf stalks 
longer, earlier, and keep insects away. The 
container will need to be removed after 
growth is well along. 


For several years we have had blight 
on tomato plants. The leaves curl under 
and the fruit has white spots. What 
could be causing this? Mrs. L. R. H., 
Kansas. 

Tomatoes are attacked by fruit spots, 
wilts and blights. One of the most preva- 
lent and hardest 
At first curl, later turn 
yellow and die. This disease usually appears 
about the time the first fruits are ripening 
and starts at the base of the plant. The 
wilt moves up the plant finally destroying 
the entire plant and the fruit. Nothing can 
be done once a plant is infected by wilt. 
Another season plant the tomato plants in 
a new location, using so-called wilt resistant 
varieties. Some of them such as ‘Rutgers,’ 
‘Marglobe,’ and ‘Baltimore’ are reasonably 
resistant and most years will not be af- 
fected by the disease. Such varieties as 
‘Pan-America,’ ‘Manasota,’ ‘Tipton,’ ‘Ko- 
komo,’ ‘Sunray’ and others have been 
developed during the last 20 years and 
their chief value is their extremely high 
resistance to wilt. 

It is possible that the white spots are 
nothing more than sun scald. Extremely 
hot sunshine that reaches fruit that is not 
shaded often makes white soft areas on 
the fruit. Less pruning, or growing hybrid 
varieties that have a heavy leaf growth 
that shades the fruit 
damage from sun scald.

? The quince forces easily, and its twisty, curving growth has a challenging 

appeal. If the branches are carefully groomed, and the material is skillfully 
placed, it only takes a very few branches for a desired effect. 

Illustrated is an arrangement of the bronze dwarf quince. A cup holder 
with water holds the stems that have been placed very close together at the 
base as if they were growing from one stem. The large voids at the top give 
a pleasing and graceful pattern. To conceal the holder and give a natural 
finish some green and white leaves and evergreen succulents were used. 

The base is a dark brown bamboo mat, that is long enough to accommo 
date the charming brown and beige ivory figures. The figures are rare, bu! 
any similar ones could be most effective, or if the design were moved neare! 
the center of the mat, the design would be pretty without accessories. 

Any other flowering branch could be used, and needled evergreet 
branches, or bare twigs could be arranged similarly. #

ONE OF THE FIRST flower sights to 
greet us as we ride through our beau- 
tiful Ozarks in early spring is the yel- 
low bloom of the sassafras tree in the 
still bare woodlands. This bloom comes 
when the buds which tip each twig 
start to swell. Quite suddenly the tree 
is transformed by hundreds of com- 
pact bunches of yellow flowers in 
candelabra forms. 

The beauty and usefulness of this 
tree does not stop here. It is carried 
on through the following seasons. In 
late summer there are the dark blue 
berries that ripen and the sassafras 
tree then becomes a mecca for the 
birds that find in them a welcome 
change of diet. In the fall there is the 
beautiful coloring of the foliage; some 
compare it to the autumn foliage of 
the sweet gum. One of the most in- 
teresting things about this tree is that 
it bears leaves of three forms on the 
same branch; first the simple ovate;

second, the three lobed; and third and 
the most interesting, the one shaped 
like a mitten. 

To many of us, our earliest recol- 
lections of the sassafras is the tea made 
from its roots, that was given to us 
as children in early spring to “clear 
the blood.” Other early recollections 
may have been when we took that 
first spring woodland walk and 
plucked and munched some of the 
dainty green buds with their spicy, 
aromatic and refreshing flavor; or 
perhaps we dug some of the roots 
ourselves for that “spring tonic.” 

The sassafras is a tree of the fence 
corners and woodland borders. It 
delights in neglected and abandoned 
fields; On one of the hilltops near 
our Antonia, Missouri, country home 
is an old neglected peach orchard. 
We can see the sassafras creeping in 
and “taking over” as time goes on. 
What a thrill it is to walk through 
these thickets at almost any time of 
the year inhaling that wonderful 
aromatic fragrance. 

Although the sassafras is really con- 
sidered a small or “understory” tree, 
on the Lake Michigan dunes of In- 
diana where it grows out of pure 
shifting sands, it is a mere shrub with 
its stems only limber green canes. In 
the South it may reach a height of 
80 feet. In this part of the country 
(Missouri) it will grow from 30 to 
60 feet in height. 

The sassafras genus of the family 
Lauraceae is very small. There is a 
species found in southeast Asia. Our 
Sassafras variifolium is the only species 
in North America and is found grow- 
ing only in eastern North America. 
The name sassafras is a corruption of 
the Spanish “saxifras’” which is a 
species of saxafraga that is supposed 
to have the same “virtues” of healing. 
The “variifolium” describes the three 
kinds of leaves the tree possesses. A 
common name is “mittenleaf” and 
another given by the early settlers is 
“cinnamon wood.” The Indians called 
it ‘“wah-eh-nak-kas” or “smelling 
stick.” 

The bark on the roots of the sassa- 
fras has given the tree its fame. This

Four Winning Irises 


ANOTHER IRIS SEASON has passed to 
the place reserved for last year’s flow- 
ers and the accredited judges of the 
American Iris Society have chosen the 
winners of the 1958 display. The high- 
est award a tall bearded iris can win 
is the Dykes Memorial Medal. For the 
first time since 1949 this award went 
to a light blue variety. 

In 1949, Helen McGregor was the 
winner, and even today lovely pale 
blue ‘Helen’ is Number 52 of the 
Favorite 100 list. But ‘Helen’ has a 
distressing habit of fading in the hot 
sunlight of Midwest gardens, and 
many a hot climate gardener has 
abandoned her for this reason. 

Now comes a pale blue winner 
which does not fade and withstands 
scorching winds and Midwest sun 
without flinching. This is ‘Blue Sap- 
phire, from the Schreiner Gardens 
of Oregon. ‘Blue Sapphire’ is a husky 
plant. The flower is large, robustly 
formed, and flaring in form. In fact, 
it might appear coarse if it were not 
for its delicate coloring and attractive 
ruffling. ‘Blue Sapphire’ might have 
won the Dykes Medal last year, but 
a change in rules affected its eligibility. 
It is a tribute to its honest quality 
that it was able to survive and come

Theyre Called “Spurious” 


Why a beautiful section of the genus 
iris was given the name “spurious” 
is one of those unsolved mysteries. 
There’s nothing spurious about the 
spuria irises. They are genuinely beau- 
tiful, particularly the hybrids of the 
past ten years. Spurias are tolerant 
of cultural conditions and climates. 
They do not like to be moved fre- 
ae and they make lovely foun- 
tains of graceful foliage. Despite their 
beauty, these irises remain relatively 
unknown. 

The highest award for spurias is 
the Eric Nies Award, and it was won

For the professional it may be easy, 
but trimming a few vines once a year 
presents a challenge to me. So just 
having completed what looks like a 
pretty good job, as I said, I’m feeling 
smug. 

In case you are uncertain about the 
proper pruning of grapes, we are run- 
ning a sketch on this page. The fruit 
comes on the new wood or the cur- 
rent year’s growth. Most of us have 
a tendency to not cut off enough of 
the old year’s growth. 

The past weeks I’ve really been on 
a regular pruning binge. 
the typesetter doesn’t louse that up 
and make it “prune.”) Fruit trees 
are all pruned. Once I sent a hired 
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man out to prune the fruit trees on 
our place in the country. His idea was 
simply to cut off all the lower limbs. 


Basically the thing to do is cut out 
all inside growth that interferes with 
other limbs, and to take out enough 
erowth so that when the tree is in full 
leaf, air and light can get to the fruit. 


A moment ago I mentioned the 
fellow who pruned by simply cutting 
off the lower limbs. He is the same 
“bird” who was given five or six 
packages of strawberry plants to set 
out in beds by varieties. He opened 
up ALL packages at one time, and 
proceeded to let the wind blow the 
labels away. I could console myself 
that few of the plants lived anyway. 
He set them too deep, and _ just 
wadded the roots in without properly 
spreading them. 


Around the back edges of the lot 
I had just let all of the plums and 
red buds grow. They were almost be- 
coming a hedge in spots. I had neg- 
lected doing a reasonable bit of prun- 
ing each year. So this winter I went in 
there with murder in my heart and 
an axe in my hand, and really gave 
them a trimming. Cut out all but a 
single trunk on each tree, and cut off 
all limbs, leaving just a crown. 


It sort of looks like a boy with 
a Mohawk haircut. I can almost 


hear the professional landscape 
gardeners groan. But I’ve always 
said I didn’t want to lose my ama- 
teur standing as a gardener.

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Just in case any of you get en- 
couraged to go in and do a lot of 
pruning, let me warn you that some 
things should not be pruned now. The 
flower buds on forsythia, lilacs, flower- 
ing quince, spirea, and all ornamental 
flowering trees form during the sum- 
mer on the current year’s growth.

before pruning. If you are going to 
prune them, however, do so right after 
they have finished blooming, so there 
will be time for the next season’s buds 
to form.
